Election  violations  court, 
rules  passed  by  Execs

The  ASBYU  Executive  Council 
approved  a  new  attorney  general,  new 
election  rules  and  an  election  violations 
court  in  their  last  meeting  of  the 
semester  Thursday  morning. 

At  the  meeting,  Mark  Packer,  a 
senior  in  international  relations  was 
approved  as  the  new  attorney  general 
after  being  recommended  by  Atty. 
Gen.  John  Chaffin  who  graduates  in 
December. 

Also  in  council  business,  new 
election  rules  and  an  election  violations 
court  were  created. 

According  to  Chaffin,  the  new 
election  rules  are  “basically  the  same  as 
the  old  ones.”  They  cleared  up  the 
vagueness  and  the  subjectivity  that  was 
in  the  old  rules,  he  said. 

The  Election  Violations  Court  has 
the  power  to  determine  if  campaign 
rules  have  been  violated  and  assign 
penalties  if  necessary.  Last  year,  the 


elections  committee  fulfiEed  these 
court  functions. 

“They  had  no  legal  training  or 
experience,”  Packer  said  of  the 
elections  committee.  “Most  important, 
the  elections  committee  did  not  have  a 
legal  basis  for  what  they  did,”  he  said. 

Packer  said  he  might  make  some 
changes  in  the  Attorney  General’s 
Office.  “There  will  possibly  be  some 
changes,  simply  because  I  am  not  John 
Chaffin,”  he  said.  “I  am  looking 
forward  to  working  as  the  legal  officer 
of  ASBYU  and  in  conjunction  with  the 
Executive  Council.” 

Packer  said  he  knew  much  of  his 
work  would  be  with  the  elections,  since 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  attorney 
general  to  see  that  the  ASBYU 
Constitution  and  bylaws  are  upheld. 
“However,”  he  said,  “I  don’t  expect 
any  unusual  problems  with  the 
elections,  just  the  general  election 
proceedings.” 

In  other  council  business,  John 
Gardner,  a  junior  in  political  science 
from  Phoenix,  Ariz.,  was  approved  as  a 


common  court  justice. 

The  new  attorney  general  presented 
two  by-laws,  along  with  a  common 
court  amendment,  for  approval  by  the 
council.  All  three  proposals  were 
approved. 

Another  proposal  considered  by  the 
council  was  presented  by  Chaffin.  He 
asked  the  ASBYU  officers  to  consider 
the  office  of  attorney  general  be 
recommended  to  Pres.  DaEin  H.  Oaks 
to  receive  fuE  tuition  each  semester. 

“The  office  of  attorney  general  has 
grown  to  have  responsibEities  beyond 
those  associated  with  a  service,” 
Chaffin  said.  “There  is  a  great  need  for 
this  office  to  have  a  qualified  person  at 
its  head.  Therefore,  ASBYU  must  offer 
this  person  a  reason  for  giving  this 
position  a  high  place  on  the  priorities 
list  of  his  time,”  he  explained. 

Some  councE  members  expressed 
objections  to  the  proposal  and  many 
wanted  more  time  to  investigate  it. 
After  an  extended  discussion  the 
proposal  was  tabled. 

The  councE  also  heard  a  proposal 


from  the  ASBYU  Athletics  Office 
about  a  Cougar  Fight  SongWeek.  The 
purpose  of  the  week  would  be  to 
promote  the  Cougar  Fight  Song  and  its 
composer. 

Athletics  Vice-Pres.  Steve  Nissle 
suggested  that  a  committee  be  formed 
to  coordinate  activities  for  the  week 
scheduled  Feb.  14-19.  Shawna  MerreE, 
culture  vice  president,  Gregg  Wright, 
social  vice  president  and  Nissle  agreed 
to  sit  on  the  committee. 

The  Executive  Council  also  voted  to 
aEot  $138  from  the  unclassified  fund 
to  the  IntercoEegiate  Association  of 
Women  Students  (IAWS). 

Near  the  end  of  the  meeting  the  BYU 
Chess  Team  came  before  the  council  to 
ask  for  $1 ,400  to  send  them  to  the  Pan 
American  Intercollegiate  Chess 
Championship  in  Kentucky  later  this 
month.  The  motion  to  pass  the 
proposal  died  because  of  a  by-law 
prohibiting  the  aEocation  of  funds 
unless  the  proposal  is  made  one  week 
in  advance.

Strikers 
give  nod 
UPS  pact 


to 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  Striking 
Teamsters  Union  members 
overwhelmingly  approved  a  new 
contract  with  United  Parcel  Service 
Thursday,  ending  an  84-day-old  dispute 
that  tied  up  Christmas  merchandise 
deliveries  in  1 5  Eastern  states. 

“The  strike  is  over,”  a  union 
spokesman  announced.  He  said  the 
union  informed  UPS,  the  nation’s 
largest  private  package  deEyery  service, 
that  the  contract  had  been  approved 
and  that  the  membership  “was 
available  to  go  back  to  work.” 

Company  and  union  officials  had 
indicated  that  operations  could  resume 
Friday  if  the  agreement  was  ratified. 
However,  there  was  no  immediate 
company  announcement  on  when 
operations  would  begin. 

The  Teamsters  spokesman  said  the 
agreement  was  ratified  by  a  3V4-1 
margin  during  the  balloting  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  at  local  union  meetings. 
The  vote  tally  was  not  disclosed. 

The  strike  by  17,000  UPS  employes 
represented  by  the  Teamsters  has  shut 
down  company  facEities  from  Maine  to 
South  Carolina  since  Sept.  15. 

The  major  issues  were  job  security 
and  working  conditions. 

The  new  contract  freezes  the  number 
of  fuE-time  jobs  at  current  levels.  The 
company  had  proposed  to  hire  only 
part-time  workers  in  the  future, 
thereby  replacing  fuE-time  sorters  on  a 
gradual  basis. 

.  In  addition,  UPS  agreed  not  to  hire 

8  months  as  Assistant  to  the  part-time  drivers  and  to  increase  wages 
for  part-timers  over  the  Efe  of  the 
contract,  which  exphes  April  30, 
1979. 

Under  the  agreement,  the  company 
wEl  control  health,  welfare  and  pension 
funds  for  part-time  workers.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President-elect  Carter  discussed  tax  cut 
and  spending  options  with  his 
economic  advisers  Thursday  whEe 
expressing  new  concern  that  the 
economy  is  in  “an  extremely  difficult 
position,”  a  transition  staff  member 
said. 

He  said  Carter  was  told  that  the 
government  could  easily  have  a  record 
budget  deficit  in  fiscal  1977  because  of 
the  ailing  economy.  The  record  deficit 
of  $65.6  biEion  was  set  in  fiscal  1976. 

“One  of  the  strongest  things  to  come 
out  ...  is  that  we’re  in  an  extremely 
difficult  position  as  far  as  the  economy 
is  concerned,  and  as  far  as  the  federal 
budget  is  concerned,”  said  the  staff 
member,  who  asked  not  to  be 
identified. 

Meanwhile,  Carter’s  designated 
budget  director,  Thomas  “Bert”  Lance, 
said  he  favors  a  $  1 5  biEion  tax  cut  and 
spending  program  to  stimulate  the 
economy  next  year.  But  Lance  said 
Carter  has  not  made  up  his  mind. 

Lance  said  there  are  other  options 
besides  a  tax  cut  for  stimulating  the 
economy,  “but  as  the  economy 
worsens  the  options  are  fewer  and 
fewer.” 

At  a  luncheon  meeting  with 
newsmen,  Lance  said  unemployment 
wiE  increase  next  year  unless  the 
economy  gets  help.  “From  the 
standpoint  of  unemployment,  we’re  in 
a  recession,”  he  said.  The  nation’s 


jobless  rate  in  November  was  8.1  per 
cent  of  the  labor  force. 

The  transition  staff  member  said 
Carter  indicated  to  his  advisers  he  will 
decide  in  early  January  on  what 
immediate  steps  to  recommend  for  the 
economy.  He  said  Carter  distracted  the 
advisers  to  continue  working  on  various 
economic  proposals. 

The  proposals  discussed  with  Carter 
on  Thursday  included  tax  rebates, 
jobs-programs  and  help  for  the  housing 
industry.  “He’s  looking  at  spending 
options  very  closely.  ...  He  has  always 
felt  that  spending  should  be  part  of  the 
package,”  the  staff  member  said. 

One  Carter  tax  adviser,  in  a  separate 
interview,  favored  a  tax  cut-spending 
program  totaling  between  $15  biEion 
and  $20  biEion  that  could  include  tax 
rebate  payments  of' between  $100  and 
$150  to  lower  income  families. 

“These  are  the  people  who  need  it 
and  would  spend  it,”  said  Joseph  A. 
Pechman  of  the  Brookings  Institution, 
who  was  co-chairman  of  a  Carter  task 
force  on  taxes.  Like  Lance,  Peachman 
said  he  would  favor  giving  investment 
help  to  business,  such  as  through  an 
additional  investment  tax  credit. 

Carter  met  with  his  economic 
advisers  for  an  hour  and  one-half 
Thursday.  He  also  met  for  three  hours 
Wednesday  night  with  his  budget 
advisers,  including  Lance.  Vice 
President-elect  Walter  Mondale 
attended  both  meetings. 


The  transition  staff  member  said  the 
Thursday  meeting  was  “a  discussion 
session,  not  a  decision  session.” 

Carter  was  told  that  even  without 
any  spending  programs  he  proposes, 
the  budget  deficit  for  fiscal  1977 
already  would  be  the  second  highest  on 
record,  and  possibly  within  a  few 
biEion  of  the  record  1976  deficit. 

“BasicaEy  it’s  a  Ford  budget;  the 
Ford  economy  is  performing  under  it, 
and  the  results  are  going  to  be  a  very, 


very  substantial  deficit  .  .  .  without  any 
action  by  Carter,”  the  staff  member 
said. 

A  Carter  tax  cut-spendEig  program, 
if  approved  by  Congress,  would  almost 
certainly  push  the  deficit  to  a  record 
high,  which  is  “obviously  a  matter  of 
concern,”  he  added. 

He  said  the  advisers  emphasized  to 
Carter  the  tight  time  schedule  for 
trying  to  include  a  new  economic 
program  in  the  fiscal  1977  budget. 


Carter  pledges  to  seek 
Soviet  'understanding' 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  - 
President-elect  Jimmy  Carter  sent  a 
public  message  of  reassurance  to  the 
Soviet  Union  on  Thursday,  declaring 
through  a  former  defense  secretary  that 
he  has  a  “deep  desire  to  find  the  basis 
of  understanding”  with  the  Russians. 

The  informal  message  was  expressed 
by  Clark  Clifford,  who  headed  the 
Pentagon  under  former  President 
Lyndon  Johnson.  He  told  reporters 
after  lunch  with  the  President-elect 
that  he  got  the  impression  Carter  wiE 
instruct  his  secretaries  of  state,  defense 
and  treasury  to  “join  in  finding  the 
basis  for  this  understanding.” 


Carter’s  session  with  CEfford  came 
during  a  day-long  series  of  back-to-back 
meetings  with  his  transition  advisers, 
members  of  Congress,  representatives 
of  business  and  labor,  governors  from 
economically  troubled  states  in  the 
northeast,  the  outgoing  director  of  the 
Central  Intelligence  Agency  and 
potential  Cabinet  Appointees. 

A  source  close  to  Carter  said  he  is 
considering  Rep. Barbara  Jordan, 
D-Tex.,  to  be  his  ambassador  to  the 
United  Nations.  A  Jordan  aide  said  no 
one  on  Carter’s  staff  had  approached 
her  with  any  suggestion  about  that  post 
or  any  other. 


Local  survey  reveals 
grocery  prices  down

The  contract  provides  wage  increases 
of  65  cents  an  hour  Ei  the  fEst  year, 
and  additional  increases  of  50  cents  an 
hour  hi  the  second  and  thEd  years. 

Under  the  old  pact,  the  average  wage 
of  workers  in  the  15-state  area  was  $7 
an  hour. 


Surveys  taken  by  the  Daily  Universe 
at  local  grocery  stores  indicate  two 
surprising  trends  —  discount  stores  do 
offer  a  discount,  and  food  prices  are 
faEEig  in  Provo. 

Five  stores  -  Storehouse  Market, 
Ream’s,  Smith’s,  Carson’s,  and 
Albertson’s  -  were  surveyed  on  Oct. 
13  and  again  on  Dec.  1 .  The  surveys 
were  conducted  by  a  Universe  staff 
writer  and  his  wife. 

Using  a  list  of  grocery  items, 
including  both  brand  names  and 
“cheapest  avaEable”  designations,  the 
paE  moved  quickly  through  each  store, 
marking  down  prices.  The 
accompanying  table  shows  the  prices  of 
each  item  on  the  list  . 

Although  the  survey  technique  is 
neither  comprehensive  nor  completely 
accurate,  (some  brand  comparisons 
could  not  be  made  for  each  store)  it 
does  serve  as  a  general  indicator  of 
price  trends. 

According  to  the  surveys,  the  two 
discount  stores,  Storehouse  and 
Ream’s,  offer  an  approximate  savings 
of  1 0  per  cent  when  compared  to  the 
other  three  stores.  But  it  also  shows 


that  smart  shoppers  can  save  even  more 
by  looking  for  the  best  prices  on  each 
individual  item. 

While  some  items,  such  as  dish 
detergent,  seem  to  have  nearly  the 
same  price  at  each  store,  other  items, 
especially  produce  items,  vary  greatly 
Ei  price.  The  smart  shopper  wiE  be 
aware  of  which  store  is  offerEig  the 
best  price  on  these  and  other  items. 

Four  out  of  the  five  stores  had  lower 
total  prices  in  the  second  survey.  Only 
Ream’s  total  Eicreased,  but  only  by 
four  cents.  The  biggest  drop  was  at 
Smith’s,  where  the  bEl  in  December 
was  98  cents  less  than  in  October. 

In  contrast,  the  Deseret  News  reports 
that  food  prices  rose  8.7%  in  Salt  Lake 
City  during  November,  based  on  a 
similar  survey. 

Not  only  does  the  table  point  out 
general  trends,  it  also  indicates  how 
prices  can  vary  on  each  item.  Sales, 
specials,  and  other  promotions  can 
offer  significant  savings  to  the  shopper 
who  is  alert  to  them.  The  surveys 
should  not  be  taken  as  a  guide  on 
where  to  shop,  but  rather  a  reminder  to 
shop  carefuEy.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Convicted  kEler  Gary  GEmore, 
who  says  he  wants  to  be  either 
executed  or  freed,  is  to  find  out 
today  whether  he  wEl  stand 
trial  on  a  second  murder  charge. 

Utah  County  Atty.  NoaE 
Wootton  sought  the  trial  in 
anticipation  of  action  taken  by 
Gilmore’s  attorney  Wednesday, 
seeking  to  have  the  36-year-oid 
inmate  freed  on  the  ground  that 
he  was  not  executed  within  the 
time  specified  by  law. 

Gilmore  was  sentenced  to 
death  by  fEing  squad  at  sunrise 
last  Monday.  But  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  issued  a  stay  on 
a  plea  from  his  invalid  mother. 
It  was  the  thEd  time  the 
execution  had  been  stayed  over 
Gilmore’s  objections. 

The  stay  wiE  be  in  effect 
while  the  court  determines 
whether  to  consider  the  appeal 
by  Bessie  GEmore  of  Milwaukie, 
Ore. 

Gilmore’s  attorney,  Ronald 
Stanger,  filed  a  petition  in  4th 
District  Court  in  Provo 
Wednesday  for  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus.  Action  on  that  matter 
was  not  expected  before  state 
attorneys  reply  next  week. 

Stanger  contends  the  law  does 
not  provide  for  execution  more 
than  60  days  after  sentencing. 
His  appEcation  for  the  writ  says 
Gilmore’s  being  held  without 
sentence  is  “cruel  and  unusual 
punishment.” 

The  state  argues  it  could  not 
carry  out  the  execution  because 
of  matters  beyond  its  control- 
namely  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court’s  stay. 

Gilmore  was  sentenced  Oct.  7 
for  kihing  Bennie  Bushnell,  25, 


a  Provo  motel  manager,  the 
night  of  July  20. 

Wootton,  who  previously 
expressed  fear  the  attempt 
would  be  made  to  use  the 
60-day  provision  to  free 
Gilmore,  is  seeking  to  have 
Gilmore  brought  to  trial  for,  the 
death  of  part-time  service 
station  attendant  Max  Jensen, 
24,  the  night  of  July  19.  Jensen, 
a  BYU  law  student,  was  forced 
into  the  station’s  restfoom  and 
shot  to  death. 

It  is  not  known  whether 
Gilmore  will  be  in  court  Friday 
afternoon  when  Judge  Allen  B. 
Sorensen  either  sets  a  trial  date 
or  declines  to. 

Some  authorities  say  there  is 
no  danger  of  Gilmore  being 
freed  in  the  immediate  future, 
as  he  can  also  be  held  for  parole 
violation.  Gilmore  has  three 
years  remaining  on  an  Oregon 
prison  sentence. 

It  may  take  the  U.S.  Supreme 
Court  days  or  weeks  to  decide 
whether  it  wiE  consider  the 
appeal.  If  it  does  consider  the 
appeal,  it  could  take  the  court  a 
year  or  two  to  resolve  the 
matter,  attorneys  say. 

The  court  will  have  to  decide 
fEst  whether  Mrs.  GEmore  has 
standing  to  appeal  the 
conviction  and  sentence. 
Central  to  this  is  whether 
GEmore  was  competent  when 
he  waived  his  right  to  appeal. 

After  resolving  those  matters, 
the  court  might  address  itself  to 
the  question  of  whether  Utah’s 
capital  punishment  law,  which 
does  not  have  a  provision  for 
mandatory  review  of  death 
sentences,  is  constitutional.

Advertising  Age,  the  trade 
publication,  said  in  a  recent  article 
about  Burger  King,  No.  2  in  the  quick 
hamburger  trade,  that  market  research

incentive,  too.  A  new.  Agriculture 
Department  analysis  showed  the 
fast-food  industry,  “gener¬ 
ally.  .  .  considered  to  be 
recession-proof,”  starting  something  of 
a  slowdown  two  years  ago. 

Until  1970,  the  analysis  said,  sales  in 
fast-foods  grew  at  about  20  per  cent  a 
year.  In  1975  and  1976,  growth  in  the 
business  slowed  to  about  10  per  cent, 
the  analysis  showed. 

McDonalds  is,  and  has  been,  tops  in 
the  field.  The  firm’s  sales  in  1975 
topped  $2.25  billion,  up  26  per  cent 
from  a  year  earlier,  Advertising  Age 
said.  That  was  nearly  20  per  cent  of  the 


$1 1.6  billion  fast-food  market,  up  from 
17.2  per  cent  in  1974. 

The  Commerce  Department  said  fast 
foods  accounted  for  26.6  per  cent  of 
total  sales  in  the  eating-out  market  in 
1975,  down  slightly  from  the  27.3  per 
cent  in  1974. 


All  change  in  the  industry  isn’t  in 
decor.  McDonald’s  and  Burger  King  are 
trying  fried  chicken  in  some  areas,  and 
Kentucky  Fried  Chicken  has  been 
selling  beef  ribs  for  a  couple  of  years. 

“Business  is  fantastic,”  said  the 
Water  Tower  McDonald’s  management. 


“We  can  seat  140  and  we  are  in  the 
process  of  enlarging.” 

“We  have  334  seats  and  are  serving 
an  average  of  3,500  to  4,000  customers 
a  day,”  says  Herb  Hubbard,  manager  of 
the  English  inn  McDonald’s.  “Our  best 
seller  is  Big  Mac,  1,400  of  them  a  day.

Representative,  six  men  indicted 
tor  fraud  by  federal  grand  jury 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  Rep.  David  R.  Nemelka, 
D-Salt  Lake,  and  five  other  Utah  and  Idaho  men  have 
been  indicted  by  a  federal  grand  jury  on  charges  of 
making  false  claims  against  the  Small  Business 
Administration. 

The  indictment  handed  up  Wednesday  names 
Nemelka,  attorney  Donn  E.  Cassity  of  Salt  Lake, 
Glenn  W.  McMurray  of  Mountain  Home,  Idaho,  R. 
Glade  Whiting  of  Rupert,  Idaho,  and  Kenneth  R. 
Lindquist  of  Logan,  Utah. 

U.S.  District  Court  Chief  Judge  Willis  W.  Ritter 
ordered  an  arrest  warrant  issued  for  a  sixth  man, 
whose  name  was  not  disclosed. 

The  indictment  said  Utah  Capital  Corp.  was 
authorized  under  the  SBA  as  a  small  business 
investment  company.  McMurray  was  president  and 
board  chairman,  Whiting -vice  president  and  Cassity 
legal  counsel. 

The  indictment  said  Logana  Development  Co.  of 
Logan  had  Lindquist  as  secretary-treasurer  and 
Utah-Idaho  Trade  College  of  Salt  Lake  had  Nemelka 
as  its  president. 


Nemelka  did  not  seek  re-election  to  the  legislature 
this  fall.  He  said  he  was  moving  out  of  his  district. 

The  indictment  charged  that  from  May  1,  1973,  to 
the  present,  McMurray,  Whiting,  Cassity,  Lindquist, 
Nemelka  and  the  sixth  man  conspired  to  make  false 
entries  in  a  book  and  statement  of  Utah  Capital. 

It  said  the  defendants  obtained  a  $500,000  loan 
from  a  California  bank  which  was  used  to 
“accomplish  a  spurious  increase  in  private  paid-in 
capital”  in  the  firm. 

It  said  another  loan  for  $50,000  was  obtained  and 
put  into  a  bank  account  for  the  fraudulent  purpose  of 
obtaining  a  letter  evidencing  an  increase  in  private 
paid-in  capital  and  surplus  in  Utah  Capital  Corp. 

It  said  the  defendants  the  same  day  withdrew 
$550,000  “which  falsely  reflected  the  making  of 
loans  to  Logana  Development,  Tower  Investment  and 
Utah-Idaho  Trade  College.” 

It  said  these  transactions  were  “sham  transactions 
calculated  to  surreptitiously  facilitate  reporting  of  the 
$550,000  lean.” 
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35  million 
receive 
flu  shots 


ATLANTA  (AP)  - 
Nearly  35  million 
Americans  have  received 
swine  flu  inoculations, 
more  than  one-fourth  the 
number  targeted  for 
shots  but  not  enough  to 
halt  any  epidemic,  a 
federal  health  official 
said  today. 

“If  an  epidemic  were 
to  come,  it  certainly 
would  not  be  enough  to 
stop  it  in  any  way  other 
than  for  those  people 
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vaccinated,”  said  Don 
Berreth  of  the  national 
Center  for  Disease 
Control. 

Berreth  said  4,612,524 
svyine  flu  inocualations 
were  reported  for  the 
week  ending  Dec.  4, 
bringing  the  program 
total  to  34,895,804. 

The  case  of  swine  flu 
suffered  late  last  month 
by  a  Brodhead,  Wis., 
farm  worker  is  the  only 
confirmed  case  of  any 
type  of  influenza  in  the 
past  month  in  the  United 
States,  Berreth  said.

The  Baja  Peninsula,  extending  below 
California,  is  thought  to  have  separated 
from  the  South  American  continent  20 
million  years  ago,  according  to  BYU’s 
Dr.  Wade  Miller. 


Dr.  Miller,  associate  professor  of 
zoology  and  geography,  said  his 
separation  may  have  significant  affect 
on  the  animal  life  on  the  body  of  land 
that  was  separated  from  its  mother 
continent.  Research  is  being  conducted 
by  Dr.  Miller  and  his  associates  to 
determine  the  effect.

Teton  Dam 


Model  aids  investigation

IDAHO  FALLS,  Idaho  (AP)  —  The  independent 
panel  investigating  collapse  last  spring  of  the  Teton 
Dam  is  using  a  model  of  the  earthen  structure  to 
describe  theories  on  the  structure’s  failure. 

The  model,  about  four  feet  wide  and  eight  feet 
long,  contains  all  major  structures  associated  with  the 
dam  and  its  failure,  officials  said. 

Made  of  plastic,  the  dam  can  be  taken  apart  to 
reveal  internal  structures.  For  example,  with  all  pieces 
in  place,  the  dam  looks  as  if  did  after  it  was 
completed  and  before  it  failed. 

The  real  dam  gave  way  June  5  and  sent  billions  of 
gallons  of  water  into  the  valley  of  southeastern  Idaho. 
Eleven  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  collapse  and 


discovery  was  made  near  Mexico  City. 

“What  happened  to  these  animals 
that  got  separated  and  what  kind  of 
animals  replaced  them  coming  from  the 
North?  It’s  thought  that  the  mastodon 
may  have  become  extinct  in  North 
America  sooner  than  in  South 
America,”  said  Dr.  Miller. 


The  mastodon  was  thought  to  have 
lived  in  the  Pleistocene  Era,  an  era 
starting  3  million  years  ago  and  ending 
10,000  years  ago,  said  Dr.  Miller.  The 
mastodon  was  a  very  large  animal 
weighing  3  tons  and  standing  1 0  feet  at 
the  shoulder,  he  said.  These,  along  with 
other  large  animals,  became  extinct 
thousands  of  years  ago,  he  added. 


“Many  of  the  larger  animals  are 
extinct  where  the  smaller  ones  are  still 
around,”  said  Dr.  Miller.  “Climatic  and 
food  conditions  affect  their  extinction 
and  man  may  also  have  influenced 
these  animals  a  great  deal,”  he  said.

Other  features  described  by  the  replica  are  points 
of  leakage  and  the  location  of  a  whirlpool.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  A  year  ago, 
whp  heard  of  ’em? 

Penny  Marshall  remembers  the  day: 
“The  audience  was  half  asleep  and  me 
and  this  other  girl  came  on,  with  14 
pages  to  do,  they  didn’t  know  who  the 
heck  we  were,  and  it  got  laughs.  And 
the  audience  that  had  sat  there  three 
hours,  and  all  of  a  sudden,  ‘Well  these 
two  girls,’  and  I  said,  ‘Wait,  it’s  got 
something.’  ” 

“Laverne  &  Shirley”  was  airborne, 
mid -season,  overnight. 

“We  were  terrified.  I  mean  we  were 
terrified  either  direction  it  might 
take,”  recalls  Cindy  Williams,  who 
became  Shirley  Feeney  to  ^Miss 
Marshall’s  Laverne  DeFazio.  “We  were 
certain  we  were  going  to  go  into  the 
toilet.” 

The  sudden  success  of  the  ABC-TV 
series,  born  of  another  ABC  hit, 
“Happy  Days,”  has,  the  stars  still 
mystified.  “We  have  it  13  weeks,”  says 
Miss  Marshall. 

“The  Phenomena  of  that  kind  of 
popularity  where  you’re  before  50 
million  people  one  night  each  week, 
it’s  something  you  dream  about  when 
you  have  inklings  of  becoming  an 
actress,”  says  Miss  Williams,  who  has  a 
string  of  movies  —  “Travels  With  My 
Aunt,”  “American  Graffiti,”  “The 
Conversation”  -  to  her  credit.

The  game  will  be  broadcast  locally  on  KTVX 
television,  channel  4,  and  KFTN  radio,  starting  about 
6  p;m.  MST. 

For  the  Cougars,  it  will  mark  the  first  time  they 
will  participate  in  a  bowl  to  which  they  have  been 
invited.  In  1974  they  automatically  went  to  the 
Fiesta  Fowl,  where  they  played  OSU,  in  Tempe,  Ariz. 
by  winning  the  WAC  title. 

The  Cougars  will  leave  Provo  about  7:30  a.m.  on 
Monday  and  arrive  in  Orlando  that  afternoon.  BYU 
defensive  coordinator  Dick  Felt  said  the  team  will 
start  practicing  the  next  morning. 

The  Cougars  began  official  workouts  here 
Wednesday,  Felt  said.  They  are  working  out  in  full 
pads,  but  are  not  doing  much  scrimmaging.  Felt  said 
they  were  running  pass  patterns,  blocking  and  honing 
the  “techniques”  of  their  game. 

The  Cowboys  of  Oklahoma  State  are  an 
'‘excellent”  football  team  according  to  Felt.  He  said 
that  while  they  have  quarterbacks  who  can  throw  the 
ball,  their  primary  offensive  strength  is  the  running 
game. 

That  running  game  is  spearheaded  by  junior 
all-American  halfback  Terry  Miller,  who  finished 
fourth  in  Heisman  Trophy  balloting,  and  who  also 
holds  eight  OSU  rushing  and  scoring  records. 

The  Cowboys  boast  another  first  team  all-American 
on  their  offense  in  senior  center  Derrel  Gofourth. 

Defensively,  Felt  said  OSU  is  a  very  tough,  very 
physical  football  team.  The  Cowboy  defense  returns 
lineman  Phillip  Dokes,  who  was  responsible  for 
knocking  Y  quarterback  Gary  Sheide  out  of  the  1974 
Fiesta  Bowl. 

In  comparison,  Felt  said  the  present  Cowboys  are 
probably  better  than  the  1974  team.  He  said  they  had 
changed  from  a  wishbone  attack,  to  the  Houston 
veer,  and  this  added  to  their  passing  offense. 

The  Cougars  will  be  going  into  the  game  minus 
three  players  who  started  at  the  first  of  the  year. 
Offensive  lineman  Lance  Reynolds  was  sidelined  in 
mid-season  with  a  knee  injury,  while  linebacker  Larry 
Miller  and  wide  receiver  John  VanDerWouden  were 
lost  later  in  the  campaign,  Miller  to  knee  surgery  and 
VanDerWouden  with  a  shoulder  injury. 

Overall,  Felt  said  he  rates  this  Cougar  team  as  being 
stronger  offensively  than  the  1974  Cougars.  He  added 
that  while  the  defense  is  not  as  big  or  as  physical  as  it 
was  in  ’74,  there  is  probably  more  team  quickness. 

Recalling  OSU’s  16-6  victory  in  1974,  Cowboy 
Coach  Jim  Stanley  said,  "We’ll  have  to  score  a  lot 
more  than  16  points,  because  that  won’t  be  enough 
to  win  this  game.” 

The  Cowboys  plan  to  stop  BYU  quarterback 
Gifford  Nielsen  with  a  varied  pass  rush  using  four, 
five  and  sometimes  seven  men. 

The  Cougars  will  counter  with  an  experienced 
offensive  line  to  protect  the  junior  signal  caller,  who 
finished  sixth  in  Heisman  Trophy  voting  and

shattered  a  host  of  BYU  and  WAC  passing  records 
while  guiding  the  nation’s  No.  1  passing  offense. 

The  Orlando  Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  is 
sponsoring  a  “T-Bowl  Holiday  Package  Plan”  for  the 
event,  which  includes  accommodations,  tickets  to  the 
game  and  round-trip  transportation  between  the  hotel 
and  the  stadium. 

The  BYU  Alumni  Association  is  also  sponsoring 
charter  flights  to  Orlando  for  Cougar  fans  from  the 
intermountain  area. 

At  half-time  of  the  game,  the  Orange  County  Public 
Schools  with  assistance  from  Walt  Disney  World  will 
stage  a  show  including  a  440-member  combined 
choir,  band  and  field-routine  performance. 

LDS  Church  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  plans  to 
attend  the  game,  and  will  speak  in  a  public  meeting  in 
the  Tangerine  Bowl  at  2  p.m.  the  day  of  the  game. 

Just  prior  to  the  game,  President  Kimball  and  BYU 
representatives  will  be  among  honored  guests  at  a 
dinner  by  Tangerine  Bowl  officials. 

Both  BYU  Athletic  Director  Glenn  Tuckett  and 
Coach  La  Veil  Edwards  are  enthusiastic  about  taking 
the  Cougars  to  the  southeast,  an  area  Tuckett 
described  as,  “the  home  of  powerhouse  football.”

A  BYU  basketball  team  crippled  by  the  suspension 
of  Mark  Handy  and  Verne  Thompson  hosts  Seattle 
tonight  in  the  second  game  of  the  Cougar  Classic. 

The  first  contest  matches  undefeated  Xavier  and 
2-1  Niagara  at  7  p.m.  in  the  Marriott  Center.  The 
BYU-Seattle  game  is  at  9  p.m.  : 

The  winners  meet  at  9  p.m.  Saturday  for  the 
championship  of  the  third  Cougar  Classic  while  the 
consolation  game  is  at  7  p.m. 

BYU’s  chances  of  winning  the  tournament  suffered 
a  serious  set-back  with  the  suspension  of  two 
members  of  its  starting  front  line.  Handy  and 
Thompson  were  suspended  indefinitely  for  “improper 
off-court  conduct,”  Coach  Frank  Arnold  said. 

Arnold  declined  to  say  more  about  why  he 
suspended  his  No.  1  and  No.  3  scorers.  Handy  is 
leading  the  team  with  19  points  a  game  and  is  second 
in  rebounding,  Thompson  was  third  in  scoring  with 
an  18-point  average. 

“The  suspension  will  be  reviewed  at  the  first  of 
next  week,”  BYU’s  coach  said.  “There  will  be  no 
further  comment  until  then.” 

Jay  Cheesman  will  move  from  foward  to  center  to 
replace  Handy,  leaving  both  forward  spots  open. 
Arnold  is  not  sure  yet  who  will  start  in  those 
positions. 

BYU’s  two  Yugoslavians,  Nick  Nakic  and  Misho 
Ostarcevic,  are  primary  candidates,  Arnold  said.  But 
he  added  that  both  have  been  nursing  injuries. 
Ostarcevic  has  been  bothered  by  a  bad  back,  while 
Nakic  has  a  foot  infection. 

Freshman  center  Alan  Taylor  and  two  members  of 
last  year’s  JV  team,  Larry  Cheesman  and  Glen 
Roberts,  will  get  some  playing  time  also. 

However,  if  BYU  is  to  be  competitive  in  the 
tournament,  it  will  need  some  scoring  from  its  young 
guard  line.  The  Cougars  have  lacked  consistent 
scoring  from  its  guards  so  far  in  the  season.  Vance 
Law  leads  the  backcourt  men  with  1 1 .8  points  per 
game,  while  junior  college  transfer  Mike  May  is 
averaging  2.5  and  freshman  Scott  Runia  3.0. 

Defense  may  also  be  a  key  to  the  Cougars’  success. 
BYU  has  not  played  much  defense,  allowing  87.5 


points  a  game.  The  Cougars  will  need  to  play  tighter 
defense  because  they  will  have  a  tough  time  matching 
their  87.5  points  a  game  average. 

BYU’s  opponent  in  the  first  game  of  the  classic 
enters  the  tourney  with  a  3-1  record.  Seattle  has 
nabbed  two  wins  over  a  tough  Washington  U.  team 
and  its  only  loss  has  been  to  Washington  State  on  the 
road. 

The  Chieftains  are  a  young  team  starting  only  one 
senior,  two  freshmen  and  two  sophomores.  They  are 
led  by  Clint  Richardson,  who  averages  19.3  points  a 
game.  The  6-3  forward  leads  the  team  in  rebounding 
despite  his  small  size. 

Seattle’s  height  on  the  front  line  is  provided  by 
seven-foot  center  Jawann  Oldham.  He  is  just  a 
freshman,  but  Arnold  said  he  saw  Oldham  play  in 
high  school  and  he  is  a  “very  talented.”  In  fact, 
Arnold  said  the  entire  team  is  “young,  but  very,  very 
talented.” 

But  they  won’t  be  the  only  talented  team  on  the 
Marriott  hardwoods  this  weekend.  Niagara  comes  into 
the  game  with  a  2-1  record  and  has  four  starters  back 
from  a  team  that  went  to  the  National  Invitational 
Tournament  last  year.  Mike  Hanley  leads  the  Purple 
Eagles  with  a  2 1.5  scoring  average  and  14  rebounds  a 
game.  Three  other  starters  average  over  14  points  a 
game. 

Xavier  is  2-0  with  two  wins  over  small  college 
teams.  The  Musketeers  have  four  starters  back  from 
last  year’s  14-12  team.  They  are  small  but  rely  on 
quickness  and  sharp  shooting.

LANDING,  N.J.  (AP)  - 
Karen  Anne  Quinlan’s 
mother,  who  pleaded  with 
the  courts  to  “pull  the 
plug”  on  her  comatose 
daughter’s  respirator  so 
she  could  die  with  dignity, 
has  been  inducted  into  a 
norganization  that  gives 
psychological  counseling 
to  peopl  dying  of  cancer. 

After  months  of 
litigation,  the  New  Jersey 
Supreme  Court  in  March 
gave  Julia  and  Joseph 
Quinlan  the  right  to 
remove  a  respirator  from 
their  22-year-old  daughter. 
She  has  been  given  no 
chance  of  regaining 
consciousness,  but  she  has 
survived. 

Her  mother  recently 
earned  a  certificate  as  a 
member  of  the  newly 
established  Riverside

school  and  stadium  marks-either  individual  or  team. 
And  that’s  just  the  records  on  the  books.  Trivia  buffs 
could  spend  hours  finding  other  historic  items 
associated  with  BYU’s  impressive  season. 

Heading  the  list  was  quarterback  Gifford  Nielsen, 
who  shattered  the  Western  Athletic  Conference 
passing  marks  with  a  sensational  year.  Among  other 
prominent  players  were  career  rushing  and  scoring 
leader  Jeff  Blanc  and  place  kicking  leader  Dave 
Taylor. 

Besides  scoring  351  points— the  most  ever-the 
1976  squad  barely  managed  an  almost  unnoticed 
difference  of  169  or  an  average  of  15.36. 

The  1932  club,  which  had  an  8-1  record,  allowed 
only  50  points  and  scored  188.  The  difference  of  138 
is  an  average  of  15.33  for  nine  games. 

That  Ott  Romney  squad  of  34  years  ago  still  holds 
the  best  percentage  record  of  .888  while  this  year’s 
team  went  9-2  for  a  .818  percentage  to  move  past  the 
1966  team  which  went  8-2  (.800).. 

The  1976  team  achieved  the  school’s  200th  victory. 


BYU  now  has  won  207  while  dropping  256  and  tying 
24.  But  the  Cougars  are  70-57-1  in  the  last  12  years. 
The  victory  margin  belongs  to  LaVell  Edwards  with  a 
percentage  of  .616— fourth  best  among  all  WAC  grid 
coaches. 

Coach  Edwards’  biggest  satisfaction  is  not  records 
but  the  school’s  first-ever  invitation  to  a  bowl  game 
(the  Fiesta  Bowl  berth  two  years  was  automatic  as  a 
result  of  the  league  title).  He  hopes  this  year’s  Dec. 
18  Tangerine  Bowl  appearance  will  be  the  first  of 
many  such  selections.

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Will  Arizonans  leave  WAC?  Decision  Monda'

Whether  Arizona  and  Arizona  State 
leave'  the  WAC  for  the  Pacific-8 
Conference  will  be  decided  Monday 
when  the  presidents  of  the  Pac-8 
schools  vote  on  the  proposed 
expansion  of  the  league. 

Under  Pac-8  by-laws,  it  takes  a 
unanimous  vote  of  all  eight  schools  to 
expand  the  league.  So  it  would  take 
only  one  “no”  vote  to  keep  the  two 
Arizona  schools  out  of  the  Pac  8. 

At  least  one  Pac-8  president  opposes 
the  expansion,  and  another  school  has 
reservations  about  the  move. 

Washington  Pres.  John  Hogness  has 
publicly  stated  he  opposes  expanding 
the  league. 

“If  I  had  to  vote  now,  I  would  stand 
in  a  negative  position,”  he  said 
Wednesday. 

Mike  Lude,  the  Washington  athletic 
director,  has  been  an  outspoken  critic 
of  the  proposed  expansion. 

“I  don’t  see  any  advantage  to  the 
expansion  of  the  league.  We  have  an 
excellent  football  and  basketball 
conference  and  a  solid  nonconference 
schedule  in  both  sports.  I  can’t  see  us 
being  better  off  financially.  We’ve  got  a 
darn  good  conference,  and  there  is 
nothing  wrong  with  it.” 

Stanford  has  reservations  as  a  result 
of  seeing  mock  football  schedules 
drawn  up  for  the.  next  10  years 
including  the  two  Arizona  schools. 
Under  the  schedules,  drawn  up  by  the 
Pac-8  office,  Arizona  and  Arizona  State 
could  compete  for  the  Pacific-8  title  as 
early  as  1978  even  though  they  would 
play  only  six  league  games. 


don’t  like  them,”  Joe  Reutz,  Stanford’s 
athletic  director,  said  Wednesday. 
“They  are  predicated  on  a  seven-game 
conference  season,  and  I  would  prefer 
it  be  eight.  Also,  they  will  have  to  show 
us  an  official  schedule,  not  a  mockup 
or  work  sheet  schedule,  before  the 
vote.  Stanford  is  opposed  to  any 
schedule  which  doesn’t  contain  a 
consistent,  round-robin  series  including 
the  four  California  schools.” 

Oregon  State,  although  reported  by 
UPI  to  be  inclined  to  oppose  the 
expansion,  has  not  taken  a  public  stand 
one  way  or  another. 

Oregon  State’s  sports  information 
office  told  the  Universe  Wednesday 
that  no  official  statements  had  been 
issued  by  the  president  of  the 
university  or  the  athletic  director.  The 
office  said  Pres.  Robert  MacVicar  had 
said  he  would  favor  the  expansion  if  it 
were  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Pac-8 , 
but  there  has  been  no  indication  of 
how  he  will  vote  at  the  Pac-8  meeting 
in  San  Francisco  this  weekend. 

There  have  been  rumors  that 
Southern  Cal,  the  strongest  proponent 
of  the  expansion,  will  pull  out  of  the 
Pac  8-for  independent  status  if  the 
league  declines  to  invite  Arizona  and 
Arizona  State  to  join. 

USC  officials  deny  the  reports.  “As 
far  as  I  know,  there  never  has  been  any 
kind  of  a  threat  of  USC  going 
independent,”  USC  Athletic  Director 
Richard  Perry  said. 


endeavor,”  he  added. 

“I  haven’t  heard  them  say  publicly  or 
privately  that  they  intend  to  pull  out,” 
David  Price,  assistant  executive  director 
of  the  Pac-8,  told  the  Universe. 

Price  did  say  that  Oregon  Pres.  Bill 
Boyd  believes  the  possibility  is  real. 

Dave  Maggard,  California  athletic 
director,  is  on  the  subcommittee 
working  for  expansion.  He  is  optimistic 
the  Pac-8  will  vote  for  expansion. 

“I  would  say  there  is  an  excellent 
chance  of  it  happening,”  he  said.  “I 
think  it  will  come  to  pass.  It’s  a  natural 
evolution.” 

There  have  been  reports  that  the  four 
Northwest  schools  are  concerned 
expansion  could  shift  the  balance  of 
power  away  from  them  (it  would  take 
Only  six  votes  in  a  10-team  league  to 
change  the  Pac-8  by-laws)  and  alter  the 
way  TV  and  bowl  money  is  distributed 
among  league  teams. 

“I  don’t  think  they  have  a  major 
concern  on  that,”  Price  told  the 
Universe.  He  declined  to  say  how  much 


each  school  realizes  from  the  Rose 
Bowl,  but  did  say  it  is  a  “healthy  sum.” 

Price  said  there  is  no  danger  that  any 
current  member  of  the  Pac-8  will  be 
dropped  from  the  league  if  the  two 
Arizona,  schools  are  added.  He  said  that 
condition  was'  one'  of  the 
non-negotiable  conditions  decided 
before  consideration  of  the  expansion. 

Arizona  has  been  the  driving  force 
behind  the  move  to  have  the  two 
Arizona  schools  bolt  the  WAC  for  the 
Pac-8  .  Arizona  State  has  been  more 
reluctant. 


Compete  with  USC? 


Although  the  Arizona  Republic,  a 
Phoenix  newspaper,  has  reported  a 
number  of  polls  indicate  the  public 
prefers  the  WAC,  Arizona  athletic 
director  Dave  Struck  has  said  the 


Arizona  schools  must  do  what  is  in 
their  best  interests.  Strack  has  said  he 
believes  the  University  of  Arizona 
would  be  able  to  compete  with  USC 
and  UCLA  in  football  within  the  next 
five  years. 

Arizona’s  football  team  had  a  5-6 
overall  record,  3-4  in  the  WAC  this 
season,  while  Arizona  State  was  4-3  in 
the  conference  and  4-7  overall. 

The  Arizona  Board  of  Regents 
cleared  the  way  for  the  possible  move 
by  voting  7-2  Nov.  27  to  allow  such  a 
move  if  an  invitation  were  forthcoming 
from  the  Pac-8  and  conditions  were 
satisfactory  to  both  schools. 

The  other  six  WAC  members  have 
indicated  they  may  take  court  action 
to  prevent  the  Arizona  schools  from  i 
breaking  commitments  to  the 
conference  for  at  least  the  next  five 
years.

BYU  gridders  defy  stereotypes 


PROVO  -  To  most  sports  fans,  football 
players  are  just  football  players.  But 
members  of  the  Tangerine  Bowl  team  from 
BYU  seem  to  defy  all  of  the  usual  gridiron 
stereotypes. 

For  instance,  the  Cougar  travel  squad 
that  is  sceduled  to  arrive  in  Orlando 
Monday  afternoon  includes: 

-a  235-pound  defensive  tackle  who 
came  to  the  United  States  from  his  home 
in  Western  Samoa  on  a  sailboat; 

—a  soft-spoken  former  church  missionary 
to  Brazil,  who  starts  at  offensive  guard  and 
carries  a  3.85  grade-point  average  that 
earned  him  a  $1000  scholarship  from  the 
National  Football  Foundation; 

—an  all-American  quarterback  who  has 
won  more  varsity  letters  in  basketball  at 
BYU  than  he  has  in  football; 

—an  assistant  scoutmaster  who  enjoys 
sacking  an  opposing  quarterback  as  much 
as  he  does  helping  an  old  lady  cross  the 
street; 

—  a  three-year  starter  at  cornerback 
whose  hobby  is  bee-keeping. 

—  a  270-pound  offensive  tackle  who 
enjoys  classical  music  and  makes  furniture 
as  a  hobby;  and 

—a  member  of  BYU’s  Bamboo  Defense 
whose  middle  name  is  Lanakilakiniakua. 

Overall,  the  make-up  of  the  squad 
doesn’t  differ  much  from  those  of  years 
past  at  BYU.  At  the  start  of  the  season  the 
Cougars  had  players  from  13  different 
states  (including  two  from  Florida)  and 


Canada.  The  largest  group  comes  from 
Utah,  but  the  next  largest,  a  total  of  22, 
are  from  California.  Hawaii  contributed 
eight. 

BYU  is  the  largest  church-related 
university  in  the  United  States,  and 
consequently  has  students  from  one  end  of 
the  country  to  the  other.  In  addition  there 
are  approximately  1,500  foreign  students 
representing  about  70  countries. 

No  wonder,  then,  that  Mekeli  Ieremia, 
the  Cougars’  all-conference  defensive 
tackle,  reached  the  mainland  on  a  sailboat. 
The  happy  warrior  won  honors  playing  one 
year  of  football  at  Tarrytown,  N.Y.,  as  a 
prep  before  enrolling  at  BYU. 

The  lineman  who  won  a  $1,000 
scholarship  is  Steve  Miller,  a  starter  from 
Los  Olivas,  Calif.,  who  plans  to  enter 
medical  school  in  the  near  future.

Steve  Dewey,  starting  defensive  end,  has 
managed  to  maintain  a  3.65  GPA  in  his 
three-plus  years  at  BYU,  but  has  still  found 
time  to  serve  as  an  assistant  scoutmaster  in 
his  home  ward. 


The  cornerback  mentioned  is  Craig 
Jensen,  a  three-year  letterman  whose 
interests  are  broad.  In  addition  to  raising 
bees,  Jensen  (son  of  the  dean  of  the 
College  of  Physical  Education  at  BYU), 
spends  some  time  skiing,  playing  soccer, 
and  making  grandfather  clocks. 

Dave  Hubbard  is  the  270-pound 
offensive  tackle  who  follows  an  interest  in 
classical  music  and  makes  furniture. 
Hubbard  must  be  doing  a  fine  job  on  the 
gridiron  as  well,  since  he  has  been  invited 
to  play  in  the  Senior  Bowl  and  Blue-Gray 
game.

The  player  with  the  long  middle  name  —
